The per- 
manent change being established, no 
one questions the facL If It la an In- 
dividual that la interested In thla mat- 
ter, he may simply aak himself the 
question. "Are thlnga different from 
what they were?" Ha can ustjUIv gn- 
awer that question with the' greatest 
poattlTeneaa. He knows what he now 
lovea, and what hla life la aa compared 
with what it waa, and he baa hope* 
for the future that (Ive him a eatlsfac- 
tloo that he never knew before. In 
short we can say. "He know* that he 
1* saved. It la a fact" Job knew thai 
hi* Redeemer lived. Paul waa fully 
persuaded that the good work had be- 
gun in Mm John knew that be and 
other Christians had pas sod from 
death onto Ufa. 

Aa to the outward atepa that may 

have to be taken, they may be known, 

aa In the caae of the man born blind, 
in moat cases of genuine conversion 
the outward atepa can be seen, but ao 
much has been made of. these thai 
souls have been made to believe thai 
unless they could aee the steps In 
their own conversion they had no 
claim to be called children of God. Tha 
book* that have recently appeared. 
auch aa "Twice-Born Men," by Harold 
.Begble, relating moral and spiritual 
trans formation *, have left the Impres- 
sion on many that they must nana 
through similar experience*. In short 
they mint know "how." 

In genuine aplrltual transformation 
the work 1* that of the Holy Btdrlt 
who worka when and where and. how 
ho pteaiea. It must be kept In mind 
that the Holy Spirit I* Ood, and Ood 
haa always reserved to himself the 
right to keep hla porpoaea secret, 
aa well bis methods of operation. 
It 1* more than foolish to try to enter 
where angels fear to tread. 

Why Met Aak "Hn»r 
. Bumming up these thoughts, we may 
observe that the saklng of the t;ue*- 
tloa "how" I* frequently a mere quib- 
ble, the avoiding of the main preposi- 
tion." It is oftentimes not Sincere, (ha 
purpose iBetng other than getting aa 
answer for PMMT ends. In the 
before aa the question an* a*ked tc 
Involve Jeaua In some technical breach 
of the Jewish Sabbath day. 

There la great Impertinence in Bak- 
ing the qneatlon. for It may belong to 
the secret thine* of Qod. Tbe phyajV 
clan does not ordinarily feel undei 
obligation to tell ihe patient how 
medicine worka. 

Sometime* the answer of the i 
tion would be tha disturbing of taw 
comfort of the Inquirer, and It Is 
ciful.in Ood to keep the process a a* 
eret. .*. 

Tha asking of tha question 
awaiting ao answer are not only a 
waste of time, but may be the taking 
of some of Ood's time for servppa. 
for every moment of tha after life hw>

"Tha king la dead; long Urn the 

ug." Old and decrepit at seventy 

years of age, a successor must noon 

take tha shepherd king's seat . of 

power. 

David's record la a wonderful one 
aa an empire builder, an organiaer and 
an accumulator of wealth. Bead care- 
fully I Chron. 29:28. Three characters 
are the moat outstanding for our con- 
sideration in thla lesson. 

David, (a) He had to maka a 
selection (tv. 10, 17) bat Qod used Da- 
vid to make hla own choice of Solo- 
Jedldlan, "tha beloved of Jaho- 
■ (1 Bam. 12:25), waa he whom 
Jehoyah desired to sit uoon the threat. 
(b) David had a promise ha must 
need* fulfill (tv. IT, SO). While hi* 
second ion. who sought to usurp hla 
throne, la engaged, with hla fellow con- 
iplrators (w. B, 11) in feasting and 
ejoiclng in their supposedly easy vic- 
tory over the aged father, David ral 
Ilea and gives direction for the public 
proclamation of Solomon as king, 
thereby redeeming hla promise. Many 
proteased Christians treat their prom- 
ises tar too lightly- Bath-aheba em- 
boldened by her need (v; IS) enters 
the king's chamber where now another 
ministers in her stead, and laya the 
(acts of Adonljab'a rebellion before 
David, concluding her petition with the 
dramatic word* of verse twenty. Bath' 
sbeba'* petition is reinforced by tbe 

id* of David's mentor, Nathan <w. 
22, 21). Turning again to Batb-sheba 
David emphatically reiterates hi a de- 
termination to carry out to the full 
God's commandments relative to hla 
successor. Even in tbe hour of bis de- 
parture David remembers that It Is 
Jehovah "that bath redeemed my aoul 
out of all dlstreas" (v. 28). (c) David 
then gives careful command relative 
e public proclamation of the new 
king (tt. 32, 36). Calling to his help 
his trusted and tried friends, Zadok 
the priest, Nathan the prophet (aee 2 
Sam. 12:24, 35) and Benaiah the sol- 
dier (I Chron. ii:2J-25}. he directs 
them to place Solomon upon hla own 
mule (v. SS) and take him to Qlhon 
(here to he anointed and proclaimed 
ting In David's stead. Contrast Da- 
vid's acrupulpna obedience regarding 
the use of horses (Dent. 17:161 with 
that of Absalom <> Sam. 15:11 and 
Adonijah Or. G). Note also it waa the 
priest and the prophet alone who were 
to anoint the king (v. 34). In thla we 
a parable of tha establishment of 
the everlasting kingdom Of righteous- 
ness by the Prince of Peace and not 
by means, or use, of the sword. 

Thla anointing waa a symbol Of 
dedication to Qod (Lev. 8:19-12) and 
the oil of our anointing by the Holy 
Spirit which la all esaentlal and suf- 
ficient for the subjects of bin king- 
dom (Lnh»14:«B. Acts 1:6-8). But aa 
theae were only outward form and 
symbol, they must petition Jehovah to 
keep the new king (v. M). (d) David 
no chances but step* aside fully, 
while be yet IWed, that all question of 
Bolomon'a right should be removed 
(v. 36).

"Then is ii -not a crime 'o legislate for or against anv individual 
or body of individuals simply because of the color of the skin or 
texture of the hair?
